‘Water district and Boulder dam—
work will be ‘launched within the
next few months on the construc-
tion .of one .of the world's gréatest
power Hnes, a 287-mile  system
which . will . carry, -electric ‘énergy.
from the dam ‘to the melng sta-
tions of the nqueduct 5

An _announcement rrom . the
office of General Manager: F. E.
‘Weymouth ‘of - the water district
reveals ‘that plans- and spacmcn-
‘tions for the transmission line
have - been completed * after years
of studies and’ surveys.

Dealgned to .carry  ultimately 86
percent of . all the electricity, gen-
erated at ‘Boulder dam—making
the water districtthe dam's: larg- |
est power. quutomur——tha new llne
will’ furnish’ the energy needed to
lift aqueduct water over mountain
ranges lying betwéen the' Colorado
river and the Southurn Calltomlu
coastal plain.

Boulder dam power will 'be used |
to lift . water from: the Colorado|
river and into the, aqueduct, and
at' four other pumping .statiohs
along the project.  The district's
new power transmission = system
will extend as far west as the
last of  these pumping #tations,
ahout 200" miles cast of Los ‘An-
geles..
